There has never been a time when the work we do br-a not imposed 
strict concepts of security upon U3. There slso has never been a time when it 
hss not reouirad that we run calculated risks, that we might, on occasion, have to 
deal on e besis of trust with those instinct told us might not be trustworthy. I 
have dons so, and it is possible I heve erred in doing it. I was ©were of it when 
I did it. i t was not idle vsnity that determined the decision. 

As we advenes in cur knowledge, we get into more sensitive grass, and 
the self-imposed restraints must be stronger. This is 20 essential, so obviously 
a minimum requirement, it should need nc emphasis or elaboration. With your 
political understanding, there is even less excuse for ycu. 

I add two nersonal things! you know that the only possible chance I 
have of getting out of’ the frightening hole in which this work has buried me is by 
the sale of my work. *our giving it, under any circumstances, jeopardizes this. 

~ou know my plight and situation. Idrop it there. Also, “ t have been the recipient 
of meaningful threats. The police take it sc seriously they are studying the 
voice (I got one on tape), ^hia was a sophisticated thing, not b casual, impulsive 
notion by a nut. Again, I say no more. 

This disturbs us much, Eel. T ou know the consequences of misplaced 
judgement and idle vanity in the recent i«eff Orleans fiasco. Can you not lesrn 
from it? Need it be dinned into you that we cannot eng&ge in petty personal 
luxuries, impart no unnecessary trusts, and bs constantly aware of the existing 
demonstrations of both the most inconceiveably bed judgement and other untrust- 
wer thine ss of those with whom we come in contact, socially or on work? 

There is no on8 in the LA area with wham 1 aw now in contact. There is 
no resson for :ae to be. As of now, 1 know no ona working actively whose judgement 
I trust. Without exception. Those 1 trust are doing no work. I heve my ®wn reasons. 
i ou have yet to find me wrong on such matters. That you have not had my experiences 
is to your go-'d ffertune but it in no way alters the inescapable meaning of these 
experiences, of which you know in sufficient detail. One of the people you shewed 
what at best was none of his business has gone out of his wey to hurt me, to your 
knowledge. How and why he did it ere of no significance. But one thing is: that he 
did, Hothina else, counts. This you knew. *et yo u put him in s position to do the 
same things all over egain. "^e is capable of it, Next time you arc hare, 1 went you to 
read that entire files, of correspondence and consequences. x t hss dene me/us im- 
measureeble harm end cut off certain excellent, ireeplscssble sources of information, 
aside fro* the persons 1 harm it hss done me. Ycu will find there is but a si ogle 
representation of the truth, regardless of what you may have heard. The fact is 
all recorded end is beyond dispute or different interpretation. 

Stop end think, del: Idle chatterxia enough, is one of the most 
chronic blabbermouths - and he is also s coward, '- i e fui'ther hss bad relationships, 
of en intimste nature, with those he knows he should net snd cannot trust(I*ll show 
you his own letters on thisi). They continue, despite his certain knowledge. One 
of those with whom he associates has threatened to sue me - ®od speed the day* But 
you should know this. Thile 1 esn/.ot prove it, I think he hfes slso turned off soma 
of my sources. Again, there is evidence; you can see it. 

I am sorry to feel that I must write you so, but I do. Pleese, es soon 
es you cen, write me in complete detail, telling me wrist you shewed, to whom, where 
and in whose presence.
